Introduction to the (jospel of M a ^hew 

In order to understand Matthew's gospel better, it is helpful to recall that the 
first Christians were convinced that Jesus' Second Coming and the end of the 
world would occur in their lifetime. So, as a result, at first they were not really 
concerned about passing on the Good News to future generations. However, as 
decades passed and most of the original followers had died (and the end of the 
world had not happened!), there was a concern about having a more permanent 
record of the life, death, and resurrection of Jesus-something written that could 
be passed on. Consequently, in the 70s, 80s and 90s the gospels were written. 
They were accounts of what Jesus did and said, based on the memory and lived 
experience of a particular community of his followers. 

What each gospel writer put into his account was governed by the needs, the 
problems, and the trials and challenges of the community for which they were 
writing. The Gospel of Matthew was probably written by a Jewish scribe, a 
person who was very familiar with the Hebrew Scriptures. He was writing for 
the Jewish followers of Jesus who had continued to attend the synagogue 
regularly their religion was still the Jewish religion, with belief in Christ and his 
teachings a further revelation of their inherited beliefs and traditions. Then 
around the year AD 70 (when the city of Jerusalem was completely destroyed 
by the Romans and the Pharisees took over as the ruling group), the Jewish 
Christians were expelled from the synagogue and treated like enemies of the 
Jewish God. These Jewish Christians did not understand why God had allowed 
their city and temple to be completely destroyed so that "not a stone remained 
on a stone." They were told by these same Pharisee leaders that not only was 
Jesus of Nazareth not the Son of God but he was a sinner who violated the 
Sabbath and other Jewish practices. Matthew "answers" this charge by 
presenting Jesus as the new Moses who, for example, came out of Egypt to lead 
his people and who gave a new covenant on the Mount of the Beatitudes.

We seek 
to overcome their loneliness with Christian 
fellowship; replace their despair with the 
Gospel's promises; and restore hope. If we 
can touch just one life-one Tost Sheep - in 
our jail groups, we rejoice and thank God. 
And we are touching lives. A twenty year 
old male inmate shared this prayer with 
us: "I'm trying to find a new way of life, 
rather than my old ways. I want to get on 
my own two feet and do it right..." A 
young woman prays, "...take the 
emptiness from me...also this anger and 
hate..."
